A very'Urge bear was • killed by 
Melvin Sharp, J. T Townsend and 
Cecil Bird, near Mr; bird's home, 
Old Rruln had been using Mr. Bird'* 
oorn and on the morning of t! e 10 th 
Mr. Bird discovered hts track In the 
snow In his corn field and went at 
once for Melvin Sharp who had three 
very tine dogs, also Jack Townsend, 
an old bear hunter. The three men 
set out with high powered flflee to 
capture him. They took his trail at 
the cornfield and followed him tboul 
a mile and came upon him gently 
taking a nap. Ashot from Bird’s 
rifle look effect In hts upper jaw 
which aroused him. The dogs were 
turned loose and there was a real 
tight, and In the mlxup Sharp killed 
Ids best hound, Big Boy, a nob.e do/ 
This dog was very large and just a* 
bmek as the bear. However the 
chase continued for several hours 
with dogs close at bruin's heels. Oc¬ 
casionally the hunters would get 
close enough to pul a shot or two Into 
him. till at last he left the mountain 
and went Into what Is commonly 
known as Townsend's draft. There 
he leaped into a deep hole of water 
and was finally killed*** He had sev¬ 
eral shots In his head, also a number 
In his body This was the largest 
bear that was ever killed In this sec¬ 
tion of’the country. 

Tills bear was brought to Frost In 
a truck and was on exhlbltlen one 
day which caused a great deal of ex¬ 
citement In our village 

Sharp and T iwnsend are now wait¬ 
ing to hear of another bear track. 
They have three hound* that will 
take one by the heels. X.'
